Harding told a delegation which called 
on him today to urge the release of 
Eugene V. Debs and 11 other prisoners 
convicted under the war time espion- 
age act that ho contemplated no action 
looking to general amnesty for such 
prisoners until a state of peace had 
been declared. 


More than 200 representatives of or- 


ganized labor and political and civic 
organizations of the country were here 
today'to present to congress a petition 
signed by citizens of 41 states asking 
amnesty for persons convicted under 
the war time espionage act. 
Delega- 
tions from the group also were named 
to present a similar plea to President- 
Harding', Vice President Coolidge, At- 
torney General Daugherty and Speaker 
Gillette of the house. 


Loading the petition in a single roll 
on a motor truck, the amnesty dele- 
gates planned to march through the 
city behind it to the capitol. There the 
petition was to be divided into sections 
representing the signers in each con- 
gressional districts and these repre- 
sented the .individual members of con- 
gress. 


Among the local petitions included is 


one from Terre Haute, Indiana, home 
of Eugene V. Debs, convicted Socialist 
leader which was said to carry 21,000 
names. 


Signers to the general petition, which 


Was circulated by the American am- 
nesty committee, were said to include 
David Starr Jordan, BoothTarkington, 
Norman Hapgood, Mrs. Florence Kelly, 
Francis E. Kane,- and Coie D. Blease, 
former governor of South Carolina.

Washington, April 13.—Senator Knox 


of Pennsylvania introduced today his 
resolution to end the state of war with 
Germany. 


The measure is similar to that which 


the last congress passed and President 
Wilson vetoed. The resolution which 
also would end the state of war with 
the Austrian government was referred 
to the foreign relations committee with- 
out discussion. 
It would provide'that 


American rights under 
the treaty of 


Versailles should be reserved. 


The resolution follows: 
Resolved, "That the joint resolution 


of congress, passed April 6. 1917, de- 
claring a state of war to exist between 
the imperial German government and 
the government and 
people of the 


United States and making provisions to 
prosecute tne same, be, and the same 
is hereby repealed, and said state of 
war is hereby declared at an end- 


."Provided, however, that all property 


of the imperial German government or 
its successor or successors and of all 
Oerman nationals which was, on April 
6, 1917, in or has since that date come 
into possession or under control of the 
government of the United States or 
any of its officers, agents, or employes 
from any source or by any 
agency, 


what so ever, shall be retained by the 
United States and no disposition there- 
of made, except as shall 
have teen 


heretofore, or specifically hereafter' be 
provided by congress, until such time 
as the German government has by 
treaty with the United States, ratifica- 
tion whereof is to be made by and with

Onlv devotion to truth has necessitated 
holding up these five states as 'horrid 
examples.' Their very next legislatures 
may place them in the fir-<t rank with 
states having modern laws concerning 
the wife's right to have an equal share 
in the guardianship of her child.

NOTES IN CIRCULATION 


New 
York, April 
13.-—Counterfeit 


currency and raised government notes 
have been discovered in circulation in 
increasing numbers recently by banks 
and business houses throughout the 
country, according to information com- 
piled and made public by the Manufac- 
turers Trust Company. 


Its statement called attention to the 


section of the penal code which pre- 
scribes a penalty for even possession of 
counterfeit money. It must be surren 
dered on demand to the secret service 
Those failing to do so are subject to 
both 
fines 
and 
imprisonment. The 


secret service redeems raised bills held 
by innocent persons. 


From the Revolutionary times until 
the Civil War, counterfeiting was a 
crime often punished as a capital of- 
fense, the statement said. During the 
war between the states issues of cur- 
rency were so large and varied that 
counterfeiting flourished, and the Se- 
cret Service was organized to stamp 
out the crime. 


Counterfeiters, the article continues, 
are recruited from all walks of life. 
The lower type devote their activities 
to coin, while the more intelligent oper- 
ate with paper money, which requires 
much more skill. Bill raisers who boost 
a |1 bank note into a camouflaged "ten 
spot" and make a $10 bill look like 
$100, 
seldom change the portrait on the 


paper which makes detection easier.
